Mastication is rapidly beooming a lost 
art, and, although we have become 
burdened to the fact that three-fonrtbs 
of the dyspepsia is due to this cause, it 
might surprise some of us to know that 
the early decay of the teeth and diseases 
of (bo gums are occasioned by this same 
lack of maxillary exercise. 
A disease of the gums, called ftig g ’s 
disease, which is every day becoming 
more common, is caused almost entirely 
by the want of proper mastication. 
Twenty five years ago this trouble was 
not considered of any importance by 
the dentist on account of its rare occur­ 
rence. 
Today it is given more care than the 
decay of the teeth, as he is frequently 
consulted by patients wbo have a full 
set of natural teeth which are quite loose 
in the jaw. 
Aside from this they are 
sound and healthy, and after a certain 
development in the disease nothing can 
bo done to help them. 
By lack of exercise the blood which 
should nourish both the bones and the 
gums is not carried to the part, nor does 
the blood carry snflicient material to the 
teeth; hence the enamel formed is de­ 
fective, and early decay results. 
Fre­ 
quently, too, the mechanical develop­ 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same 
want of motion. 
Most of the food among the better 
class of people today is cooked so as to 
require very little mastication, and the 
consequence is that the muscles have

It wra# then agreed that 
the United State#, in order to secure 
the prompt resumption of labor on the 
plantations of the islands, with a view 
to promoting the speedy revival of 
prosperity 
and 
settled 
condition#, 
should 
distribute 
about 
$3,000,000 
among the 30,000 said to be still under 
arms in the ratio of $100 a man. the 
officers, in proportion to their rank, to 
receive a greater n mount. For over a 
month the pay <*orp« of the army has 
been making ready to carry out this 
arrangement, 
the 
national 
defense 
fund being available for the purpose. 
Gomez ha# come 
out 
against this 
scheme, which

operating satis­ 
factorily to most Cubans, and

Reduce the Rate. 
The Tribune of last week contained 
an edi torial protesting against the 
raise i cn the rates of domestic lights 
by theicity council at its last meet­ 
ing, ' irhich 
reflect 
the views 
of 
proba bly all consumers in the city. 
The T Vibune 
showed how the ten­ 
dency r in adj< lining towns was toward 
a loiver ins tead of a higher rate. 
That tho Li ttle Falls Fleetrio Light 
Co. had volu ntarily reduced its rate 
to 
c entf* a light lH‘r mont h, or 12 
lig h t', for $2 50, a figure below the 
ol(t 'Hrainerd .rate, and that private 
coir ipanies at Wadena and Fergus 
W .Us were funushing lights at these 
® ame rates or lower ones, at a profit. 
" The Tribune naturally came to the 
conclusion th a t if private companies 
could furnish lights at these figures 
at a profit, th c city could certainly 
furnish the lig hts at the same figures 
when no profi ts were expected, and 
the conclusio n certainly is right. 
The rates she uld be lowered instead 
of rn.ised if 
any change is made. 
What* the ide a of the committee was 
in re commencing a raise is hard to 
ima gine, unle ss they consider it fair 
for the consu mers of incandescent 
lig ftts to pay ti’>e entire cost of the 
a rc lights, which certainly is any­ 
th in g but fair, a s the arc lights are 
<)f no more bet efit to them than 
other citizens. 
The total expendi­ 
ture for electric i ight purposes for 
the year ending Dec. 1st 189H, were 
$10,41)8.18. 
This includes $3,000 in­ 
terest on electric 
light bonds, $1,- 
500 for power,and Jill cost of lalsir 
and material, including considerable 
for new wiring, which should right 
fully bo charged to permanent i m ­ 
provement. 
The total receipts from 
incandescent 
l i g h t s for the 
s a m e 
period was $9,225 49, l e a v i r i g a d e l i c i t 
of $1,242.09, or the amount the arc 
lights cost the city. 
There are .*4 
arc lights, which, figured at a cost 
of $*0 a year per light, (the amount 
nearly all cities around here pay, 
and what the city a g r e e d to pay Mr. 
Parker), would amount t-o $2,721), or 
$1,451 more t han the arc lights actu­ 
ally cost, the city. 
This amount, 
$1,451, is the profit the city derived 
from the plant, counting a reason­ 
able charge for arc lights. 
Hence, 
considering the* city made a profit 
of $1,451 otT the consumers, they do 
not consider it fair to make any in­ 
crease in rate. 
It is true taxes are 
high and the city is not in good 
financial shape, but the burden of im­ 
proving conditions should be borne 
by all tax-paycrs, and not electric 
liglit consumers alone. 
However, the earning capacity of 
the plant could be further increased 
by an expenditure of four or five 
thousand dollars in enlarging the 
plant, as suggested by the Tribune, 
so that at the present rate the earn­ 
ings from the incandescent plant 
would be sufficient to pay all charges 
and furnish an increased number of 
arc lights at no cost to the city 
whatever. 
This should be done at 
once. 
At any rate, any 
raise in 
rates even on the present capacity 
of the plant is unnecessary, and 
would be an injustice to consumers.

itable ch eerfu lness o f his friend the 
vicar.

"W hy, 
that I sh all have so m uch to do In 
G randchester ferretin g out this m y s ­ 
tery of yours during the n ex t six days 
that I don’t know' h ow the deuce m y 
parish work is to get d o n e.” 
" W o n ’t you em ploy tlit? police?" 
“Of course 1 sh all; but I shall e m ­ 
ploy m y self too.

P a r n e ll’s 
creed 
w as 
that, the house o f co m m o n s w a s the 
one great public p latform of the c o u n ­ 
try. 
From that p latform he w as d e­ 
term ined to appeal to and arou se th e 
E n g lish people. 
T h erefo re he said in 
su b sta n ce to the h o u se of co m m o n s: "If 
you will not listen to our Irish n a ­ 
tional claim , then w e w ill not a llow you 
to d iscu ss any o th er q uestion w h a tev e r 
o* w h ich w e can p rev en t th e discu ssion . 
H e acted on t h e in sp iration o f the 
w om an in the eastern sto ry — of w h ich 
w o m a n he had probably n ever heard 
- w ho, h a v in g tried in va in to g et a 
petition delivered to th e su ltan, took 
her place w ith th e little ch ildren in 
th e public street, and w’aited u ntil the 
su lta n rode th a t w ay, and then flung 
h erself and babes in fro n t o f the h o rse’s 
h oofs, and declared th a t s h e w ould not 
m o v e from th a t sp ot u n til he had list­ 
ened to her appeal or had tram pled her 
and hers to death. 
T h a t w as th e real 
m ea n in g of the later p olicy of ob struc­ 
tion. 
It had its effect.

Many people set him down merely as 
a man who, out of some sort of sinister 
purpose or malignity, wished to inter­ 
fere with and harass, obstruct and ir­ 
ritate every English government and 
the whole house of commons, writes 
Justin McCarthy in "A History of Our 
Own Times.” Mr. Parnell had no feel­ 
ing of tho kind. His was a deliberate 
purpose, and it was even by the pro­ 
cess of exasperation that he tried to 
fix the attention of tho house and the 
country on tho fact that there was an 
Irish national demand which it would 
be necessary to listen to and take into 
consideration. 
Parnell’s creed 
was 
that thp house of commons was the 
one great public platform of the coun­ 
try. 
From that platform he was do- 
term i nod to appeal to and arouse the 
English people. Therefore he said in 
substance to the house of commons: "If 
you will not listen to our IrlBh na­ 
tional claim, then we will not allow you 
to discuss any other question whatever 
o* which we can prevent the discussion. 
He acted on the inspiration of the 
woman in the eastern story—of which 
woman he had probably never heard 
—who, having tried in vain to get a 
petition delivered to the sultan, took 
her place with tho little children in 
the public street, and waited until the 
sultan rode that way, and then flung 
herself and babes in front of tho horse’s 
hoofs, and declared that aho would not 
move from that spot until he had list­ 
ened to her appeal or had trampled her 
and hers to death. That was the real 
meaning of the later policy of obstruc­ 
tion. It had its effect.

We have 
lived in Minnesota and have farmed 
some of what they count the best lands 
in the Red River Valley for ten years 
and have done very well in that part 
of the country, and have farms there 
at present free of all encumberance, 
but believe that this country (Western 
Canada) is so much better that we 
have bought from the Canadian Pa­ 
cific Railway Company one section of 
land northeast of Edmonton in tho 
Beaver Hill district. 
We have trav­ 
eled through that part of the country 
and have seen the grain in the gran­ 
aries and the amount of land that it 
was taken off and find that they have 
grown as much as fifty bushels and 
over to the acre, and they say that this 
has not been a good year, and very 
little if any grain had been touched 
by the frost.

Forcmf I'rcncrvatlon. 
Under this head the State Auditor 
(and Forest Commissioner) in his an­ 
nual report, says: 
“The law for pre­ 
venting and extinguishing forest and 
prairie fires 
has been in operation 
practically for four years, and has met 
reasonable ex flotations. 
During this 
period Minnesota has l>een free from 
such serious forest fires as have oc­ 
curred 
in 
neighboring 
states. 
Of 
course it needs no law to make people 
turn out to save their own or neigh­ 
bors' property from fire, hut the bene­ 
fit of the fire warden law is especially 
apparent in cases where a forest fire 
may have been set in a remote or a 
sparsely-settled locality, in a dry sea­ 
son, and which hut for the prompt a t­ 
tention of fire wardens might prove 
disastrous. 
The leading object of the 
law also is to prevent dangerous forest 
or prairie fires from being set. 
Pre­ 
vention, indeed, is its leading principle. 
Not only does the fire warden law tend 
to prevent such a catastrophe as oc­ 
curred at Hinckley in 1894, but by 
helping to save the young growth of 
timber, it tends to prolong our import­ 
ant lumber Industry.”

In an address to California dairy­ 
men, E. H. Hogenian said: Cheese for 
export that will stand shipping ran 
be made in the following way: Take 
good, sweet milk and heat it to 86 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, have the rennet test 
at sixty seconds before adding the ren­ 
net. Then add rennet enough to coagu­ 
late the milk in about thirty minutes, 
using from two to three ounces ac­ 
cording to the strength of rennet, and 
cutting when firm; stir the vat gently 
at first until the curd firms up. 
Cook 
to 100 degrees, then stir vat every fif­ 
teen minutes to keep curd In granular 
shape, till curd 
has developed one- 
eighth Inch acid, when they should he 
run off, which usually takes from one 
to one and one-half hours. 
The curd 
Is then ready to he placed on curd 
rack and strainer cloth and when mat­ 
ted down cut In square blocks and turn 
over every fifteen minutes. If gas holes 
form in curd the pieces can he piled 
two or three deep; this will press out 
the gas and will flatten out the gas 
holes In the curd. 
When an inch of 
acid has developed and the curd shows 
a meaty texture It is ready to mill. 
When curd is milled let it fall onto the 
bottom of vat. 
If kept on racks after 
it is cut too much moisture would he 
lost and cheese would perhaps bo dry. 
Keep the curd stirred till ready to salt, 
and salt the curd about one-half to 
three-quarters of an hour after milling, 
using two and a half pounds of salt per 
thousand pounds of milk. 
(Jive the 
salt a chance to dissolve well, which 
also takes from one-half to three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, then put to press about 
80 degrees. 
A point of vast Importance 
Is to have the cheese well pressed and 
all of the same size. If tainted milk is 
used It should bo treated somewhat 
differently from the above, but remem­ 
ber that the best cheese cannot he made 
from sour or tainted milk. A soft, mild 
cheese, of which a great deal is used 
in this market, 
requires 
absolutely 
sweet milk without taint. 
Heat to 88 
degrees. 
Rennet test should he 120 
seconds. 
Set the milk at 88 degrees, 
using the usual amount of rennet. Cook 
to 106 to 108 degrees. 
Cut when firm 
and run whey off at one-eighth inch 
acid. 
Use about two pounds of salt 
per 1,000 pounds of milk. 
This curd 
can either he worked in the granular 
form or with curd mill and put to press 
at 85 degrees. 
If pure, sweet milk is 
not used and is tainted, gas holes will 
form and the cheese will likely swell 
up and roll off the shelves. 


Large and Small Inenbators. 
An incubator of 100 egg capacity Is 
better suited to the needs of the com­ 
mon run of breeders than one of larger 
size, says National Fancier. 
An incu­ 
bator of this size of the very best make 
now costs in tho neighborhood of $20. 
A machine of 200 egg capacity of the 
^ame manufacture will cost about $10 
more. 
Jh eref^re a large proportion of 
fdnaU breeders loolt upon it as economy 
to buy a machine of the larger size. 
The small breeder will not always find 
it an easy matter to save up 200 eggs 
of the required freshness for this pur­ 
pose, and he will often he tempted to 
use eggs of an age which are not safe 
to put in the machine. 
And if he is 
offering eggs for sale at the same time 
it will frequently become necessary to 
start the machine when only half filled. 
We are acquainted with breeders who 
have found it an advantage to keep two 
or three 100 egg machines and could 
not be persuaded to exchange one 
for 
anything larger than this. 
Whenever 
there is a temporary surplus of eggs 
a machine is always in readiness to 
taae care of them, and no time is lost 
In waiting for a larger supply. 
Many 
people will this year put off the buying 
of an incubator 
because they think 
they cannot quite spare the money for 
a 200 egg machine, and it looks to them 
but a waste of money to buy a 100 egg 
machine at a price which Is greatly out 
of proportion to the capacities of the 
two 
machines., The 
incubator is al­ 
most a necessity, even to small breed­ 
ers, and the majority of these persons 
will further their interests by not post­ 
poning the purchase of a machine be­ 
cause they lack the money to buy one 
of large size.

Proper Treatment o f 
K o a la . 
At the North Carolina Experiment 
Station they evidently know how to 
take care of fowls. 
The 
following, 
from bulletin 152, shows their meth­ 
ods: 
Tho disease experiments 
were 
all 
made, with few exceptions, on fowls 
the property of private individuals, and 
not on the stock in the poultry section 
of experiment farm. 
With the excep­ 
tion of several mild cases of roup, 
which occurred only among the fowls 
that had for their roosting quarters a 
large open house, the opportunities for 
such work has been limited. 
We have 
been very fortunate, so far, in avoiding 
any serious sickness among the fowls 
’ ere, and might add that we attribute 
the fact to the following precautions 
or methods: 
1. All grown fowls are watered In 
strictly clean vessels twice per day in 
winter and three times in 
summer 
months, 
being very careful that 
In 
summer all such vessels are placed in 
the shade. 
Young fowls are watered 
five times daily. 
2. That war is waged on 
vermin 
continually, 
3. That good, wholesome, sound food 
Is always given, and at regular hours. 
4. That coarse lime, gravel or grit 
end charcoal axe continually before ail 


fowls. 
Oyster shells are also occasion­ 
ally supplied, hut we do not consider 
the latter an absolute necessity. 
6. That all houses are cleaned and 
floors limed once per week in winter 
and two and three times In summer. 
6. That no food Is left lying around 
to sour, and care is taken to feed only 
as much as will he eaten promptly. 
7. That all fowl -hem es have perfect 
Iy tight roofs, and the north, east and 
west sides are closed so as to avoid 
draughts. 
Fronts are covered 
with 
wire netting. 
The reader will notice that all rem­ 
edies applied are simple 
only such as 
are in the household of almost every 
family and on all farms. 
While there 
are many patented articles that 
are 
prepared especially to effect the desir­ 
ed cures, many of them cannot he had 
in rase of an emergency; therefore, if 
such articles figured In the 
diseases 
treated at the experiment station many 
valuable fowls owned by readers of 
station publications would succumb be­ 
fore the article could lie ordered, if 
tin* owner even desired same. 
The matter of treating diseases In 
fowls is one much discussed in the 
poultry papers, but from personal ob­ 
servations will say that unless 
the 
fowl first attacked Is a valuable one, 
tho hatchet will he of more service 
to you than the fowl when cured, as 
tho chances of spreading the disease 
among other fowls and the time de­ 
voted to effect the cure, will, 111 nine 
out of ten cases, he worth more than 
the fowl. 
Follow above measures, as 
In vogue at the station and sickness 
among the flocks will be a rare occur­ 
rence. 


Dairying on Cheap I-a ml a. 
During the last few years dairying 
on the cheap lands of the West has 
received unusual stimulation. 
Tho In­ 
centive was the necessity of making 
money on something besides the grain 
crops, the price for which was so low 
that no margin of profit 
remained. 
W hether the movement toward dairy­ 
ing will continue with better condl 
lions for the grain raiser remains to 
be seen. 
Certainly the philosophy of 
the situation would seem to command 
that dairying be continued on 
the 
cheap lands, especially where tho prod 
ucts are so far from market that the 
cost of transportation is great. 
Great 
cost of carriage demands the manu­ 
facture of high-priced products, that 
the relative charge of getting to mar­ 
ket may be lessened. 
Thus, if grain 
sells at one cent a pound and butter 
for twenty there is manifestly more 
saving of expense in sending butter 
to market than in sending grain. This 
is a factor with 
which the eastern 
dairyman must reckon. 
Under ordi­ 
nary conditions the farmer on cheap 
land can produce butter at far less 
priced land. 
It may lie ulso that the 
railroads running into the country of 
cheap lands will find it to their in­ 
terests to encourage dairying rather 
than to discourage it, for they will in 
the end make more money out of their 
business. 
It is true, they will lose 
on the lessened volume of grain sent 
to market, hut they will gain on the 
larger transportation of goods 
that 
will he purchased by the farmer, and 
they will also gain In th e ir passenger 
traffic. 
If the farmer 
makes 
more 
money IiIr family can afford to travel 
more and will take advantage of their 
ability to do so. 
The value of the 
cost than can the farmer on high­ 
lands owned by the railroads will also 
be increased and this will he no small 
factor in their prosperity. 
But the 
Eastern dairyman need have no fear 
of an immediate demoralization of tils 
market, for the cheap lands ure 
ho 
poorly supplied with railroad 
facili­ 
ties that a very large area will not 
find profitable dairying possible. 
It 
will succeed only along the great main 
lines of road, by means of which the 
butter can easily and quickly be sent 
to market. 
By the time the whole 
area is opened up to this industry the 
population of 
no country will so far 
have increased that the demand will 
be far beyond our present capacity to 
supply.

The Bone Cutter. 
The hone cutter 
is as necessary to the poultryrnan as 
his feed mill. 
It enables him to use 
an excellent and cheap food, and gives 
him a profit where he might otherwise 
be compelled If) suffer u loss. 
It Is 
claimed that a hone cutter payR for it­ 
self in eggs, and really costs nothing. 
Bones are now one of the staple a rti­ 
cles of food for poultry, and no ration 
should have them omitted. 
They are 
food, grit and lime, all combined in 
one, and the hens will leave all other 
foods to receive the cut hone. 
If cut 
fine, even chicks and ducklings will 
relish such excellent food, while tur­ 
keys grow rapidly on it. 
To meet with 
success requires the use of the best m a­ 
terials, and green hone heats all other 
substances as food for poultry.—Poul­ 
try Keeper.

F o rest P reserv atio n . 
Under this head the State Auditor 
(and Forest Commissioner) in his an­ 
nual report, says: “The law for pre­ 
venting and extinguishing forest and 
prairie fires has been In operation 
practically for four years, and has met 
reasonable expectations. During this 
period Minnesota has been free from 
such serious forest fires as have oc­ 
curred 
in 
neighboring 
states. 
Of 
course it needs no law to make people 
turn out to save their own or neigh 
bors’ property from fire, but the bene 
fit of the fire warden law Is especially 
apparent in cases where a forest fire 
may have been set in a remote or f 
sparsely-settled locality, In a dry sea 
son, and which but for the prompt at­ 
tention Of fire wardens might prove 
disastrous. The leading object of the 
law also is to prevent dangerous forest 
or prairie fires from being set. Pre­ 
vention, indeed, is its leading principle. 
Not only does the fire warden law ti*ad 
to prevent such a catastrophe as oc­ 
curred at Hinckley in 1894, but by 
helping to save the young growth of 
timber, it tends to prolong our import­ 
ant lumber industry.”

Mulling Export Chass*. 
In an address to California dairy­ 
men, E. H. Hogetnan said: Cheese for 
export that will stand shipping can 
be made In the following way: Take 
good, sweet milk and heat it to 86 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, have the rennet test 
at sixty seconds before adding the ren­ 
net. Then add rennet enough to coagu­ 
late the milk in about thirty minutes, 
using from two to three ounces ac­ 
cording to the strength of rennet, and 
cutting when firm; stir the vat gently 
at first until the curd firms up. Cook 
to IOO degrees, then stir vat every fif­ 
teen minutes to keep curd In granular 
shape, till curd has developed one- 
eighth inch acid, when they should be 
run off, which usually takes from one 
to one and one-half hours. The curd 
Is then ready to be placed on curd 
rack and strainer cloth and when mat 
ted down cut In square blocks and turn 
over every fifteen minutes. If gas holes 
form In curd the pieces can be piled 
two or three deep; this will press out 
the gas and will flatten out the gas 
holes In the curd. 
When an Inch of 
acid has developed and the curd shows 
a meaty texture it Is ready to mill. 
When curd is milled let It fall onto the 
bottom of vat. If kept on racks after 
It Is cut too much moisture would be 
lost and cheese would perhaps be dry. 
Keep the curd stirred till ready to salt, 
and salt the curd about one-half to 
three-quarters of an hour after milling, 
using two and a half pounds of salt per 
thousand pounds of milk. 
Give the 
salt a chance to dissolve well, which 
also takes from one-half to three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, then put to press about 
80 degrees. A point of vast importance 
Is to have the cheese well pressed and 
all of the same size. If tainted milk Is 
used it should be treated somewhat 
differently from the above, but remem 
ber that the best cheese cannot be made 
from sour or tainted milk. A soft, mild 
cheese, of which a great deal is used 
In this market, 
requires 
absolutely 
sweet milk without taint. 
Heat to 88 
degrees. 
Rennet test should be 120 
seconds. 
Set the milk at 88 degrees, 
using the usual amount of rennet. Cook 
to 106 to 108 degrees. Cut when firm 
and run whey off at one-eighth inch 
acid. 
Use about two pounds of salt 
per 1,000 pounds of milk. 
This curd 
can either be worked in the granular 
form or with curd mill and put to press 
at 86 degrees. 
If pure, sweet milk Is 
not used and is tainted, gas holes will 
form and the cheese will likely swell 
up and roll off the shelves. 


fowls. Oyster shells are also occasion­ 
ally supplied, but we do not consider 
the latter an absolute necessity. 
6. That all houses are cleaned and 
floors limed once per week in winter 
and two and three times in summer. 
6. That no food is left lying around 
to sour, and care is taken to feed only 
as much as will be eaten promptly. 
7. That all fowl-houses have perfect­ 
ly tight roofs, and the north, east and 
west sides are closed so as to avoid 
draughts. 
Fronts are covered 
with 
wire netting. 
The reader will notice that all rem­ 
edies applied are simple™ only Ruch as 
are In the household of almost every 
family and on all farms. While there 
are many patented articles that are 
prepared especially to effect the desir­ 
ed cures, many of them cannot be had 
In rase of an emergency; therefore, if 
such articles figured in the 
diseases 
treated at the experiment station many 
valuable fowls owned by readers of 
station publications would succumb be­ 
fore the article could be ordered, if 
the owner even desired same. 
The m atter of treating diseases In 
fowls is one much discussed in the 
poultry papers, but from personal ob­ 
servations will say that unless 
the 
fowl first attacked Is a valuable one, 
tho hatchet will be of more service 
to you than the fowl when cured, as 
the chances of spreading the disease 
among other fowls and the time de­ 
voted to effect the cure, will, in nine 
out of ten eases, be worth more than 
tho fowl. 
Follow above measures, as 
in vogue at the station and sickness 
among the flocks will be a rare occur­ 
rence.

L ares and Small Incubators. 
An incubator of IOO egg capacity Is 
better suited to the needs of the com­ 
mon run of breeders than one of larger 
size, says National Fancier. An lncu 
bator of this size of the very best make 
now costs in the neighborhood of $20. 
A machine of 200 egg capacity of the 
£ame manufacture will cost about $10 
m or^ JJaerefqre a large proportion oj 
Iraan breeders look upon It as £c6nom? 
to buy a machine of the larger size. 
The small breeder will not always find 
it an easy matter to save up 200 eggs 
of the required freshness for this pur­ 
pose, and he will often be tempted to 
use eggs of an age which are not safe 
to put in the machine. And lf he is 
offering eggs for sale at the same time 
it will frequently become necessary to 
start the machine when only half filled. 
We are acquainted with breeders who 
have found it an advantage to keep two 
or three IOO egg machines and could 
not be persuaded to exchange one for 
anything larger than this. 
Whenever 
there Is a temporary surplus of eggs 
a machine is always in readiness to 
lane care of them, and no time is lost 
in waiting for a larger supply. Many 
people will this year put off the buying 
of an incubator 
because they think 
they cannot quite spare the money for 
a 200 egg machine, and it looks to them 
but a waste of money to buy a IOO egg 
machine at a price which is greatly out 
of proportion to the capacities of the 
two machines., The incubator is al­ 
most a necessity, even to small breed­ 
ers, and the majority of these persons 
will further their interests by not post­ 
poning the purchase of a machine be­ 
cause they lack the money to buy one 
of large size.

P r o par Treatment b f Fowls. 
At the North Carolina Experiment 
Station they evidently know how to 
take care of fowls. 
Tho following, 
from bulletin 162, shows their meth 
ode: 
Tho disease experiments were all 
made, with few exceptions, on fowls 
the property of private Individuals, and 
not on the stock In the poultry section 
of experiment farm. 
With the excep­ 
tion of several mild cases of roup, 
which occurred only among the fowls 
that had for their roosting quarters a 
large open house, the opportunities for 
such work has been limited. We have 
been very fortunate, so far, in avoiding 
any serious sickness among the fowls 
’ ere, and might add that we attribute 
the fact to the following precautions 
or methods: 
1. All grown fowls are watered in 
strictly clean vessels twice per day In 
winter and three times in 
summer 
months, being very careful that in 
summer all such vessels are placed in 
the shade. 
Young fowls are catered 
five times dally. 
2. That war is waged on 
vermin 
continually. 
3. That good, wholesome, sound food 
la always given, and at regular hours 
4. That coarse lime, gravel or grit 
and charcoal are continually before all 


Dairying on Cheap Lands. 
During the last few years dairying 
on the cheap lands of the West has 
received unusual stimulation. Tho in­ 
centive was the necessity of making 
money on something besides the grain 
crops, the price for which was so low 
that no margin of profit 
remained 
Whether the movement toward dairy­ 
ing will continue with better coudi 
tions for the grain raiser remains to 
be seen. 
Certainly the philosophy of 
the situation would seem to command 
that dairying be continued on 
the 
cheap lands, especially where the prod 
ucts are so far from market that the 
cost of transportation Is great. Great 
cost of carriage demands the manu 
facture of high-priced products, that 
the relative charge of getting to mar­ 
ket may be lessened. 
Thus, lf grain 
sells at one cent a pound and butter 
for twenty there is manifestly more 
saving of expense in sending butter 
to market than in sending grain. This 
is a factor with which the eastern 
dairyman must reckon. 
Under ordi­ 
nary conditions the farmer on cheap 
land can produce butter at far less 
priced land. 
It may be also that the 
railroads running into the country of 
cheap lands will find It to their In­ 
terests to encourage dairying rather 
than to discourage it, for they will in 
the end make more money out of their 
business. 
It is true, they will lose 
on the lessened volume of grain sent 
to market, but they will gain on the 
larger transportation of goods 
that 
will be purchased by the farmer, and 
they will also gain in their passenger 
traffic. 
If the farmer 
makes 
more 
money his family can afford to travel 
more and will take advantage of their 
abliliy to do so. 
The value of the 
cost than can the fanner on high­ 
lands owned by the railroads will also 
be Increased and this will be no small 
actor in their prosperity. 
Rut the 
Eastern dairyman need have no fear 
of an Immediate demoralization of bis 
market, for the cheap lands are so 
poorly supplied with railroad 
facili­ 
ties that a very large area will not 
find profitable dairying possible. 
It 
will succeed only along the great main 
lines of road, by means of which the 
butter can easily and quickly be sent 
to market. 
By the time the whole 
area is opened up to this Industry the 
population of .ne country will so far 
have increased that the demand will 
be far beyond our present capacity to 
iupp'jr. 
• 


The Bone Cutter.—The bone cutter 
is as necessary to the poultry man as 
his feed mill. 
It enables him to use 
an excellent and cheap food, and gives 
him a profit where he might otherwise 
be compelled to suffer a loss. 
It is 
claimed that a bone cutter pays for it­ 
self in eggs, and really costs nothing. 
Bones are now one of the staple arti­ 
cles of food for poultry, and no ration 
should have them omitted. 
They are 
food, grit and lime, all combined in 
one, and the hens will leave all other 
foods to receive the cut bone. 
If cut 
fine, even chicks and ducklings will 
relish such excellent food, while tur­ 
keys grow rapidly on it. To meet with 
success requires the use of the best ma­ 
terials, and green bone beats all other 
substances as food for poultry.—Poul- 
try Keeper.

ONE GLASS OF WINE. 


A B e l i e f T l m t It C h a n g e d t h e I l l e t o r y 
o f T ltia C o u n t r y . 
It is said that a single glass of wine 
probably wrecked the Democratic party 
in 1860. The story is worth telling. 
After the breaking up of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
the party in Georgia held a state con­ 
vention. 
Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of the party oould not 
agree. It was a critical period. 
The majority report indorsed the se- 
ceders or bolters at Charleston, while 
tho minority report opposed their ac­ 
tion. The leading champion of the mi­ 
nority was Hersohei V. Johnson, and 
his followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logio would carry the 
day. 
It is quite likely that auoh would 
have been the oase but for an unfortu­ 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be­ 
gan his speech before the noon adjourn­ 
ment on the second day and concluded 
after dinner. 
Old men who remember that speech 
say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon reoess the speaker would 
demolish his opponents with a !t»w 
sledge hammer blows. 
But the overooufident friends of the 
minority report were doomed to disap­ 
pointment. Johnson felt the strain of 
tho morning session so much that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 
a glass of wine upon an empty stomach 
to strengthen himself. This was a fatal 
mistake. That one glass of w ine per­ 
haps changed the destiny of the nation! 
The great orator resumed his speech, 
but the wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose aud unintelligible at 
times. 
His style and argument lacked 
vigor, consistency and positiveness. His 
friends looked at one another in despair. 
The men ou the other side were exult- 
ant 
It was evident that the speaker 
had damaged his own cause. 
Then Howell Cobb and Henry R. 
,lm kson followed each other for the ma­ 
jority report. They spoke with an air 
of expectant triumph and captured the 
convention. 
The n ijcrity report was adopted. It 
if unnecessary to follow the history of 
tho next few weeks. Tho national De- 
i! crary was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field. Lincoln 
was elected and the country was plung­ 
ed into a civil war 
Had Johnson suc­ 
ceeded in inducing the Georgia conven­ 
tion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
is safe to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and the national Demo­ 
cratic 
party would 
have remained 
united. 
This is the story of what a little glass 
of wine did. It ruined a great party, 
caused a disastrous war, aiijd besides the 
loss of life cost the south o'v^r $4,000,- 
000 , 000 . 
Perhaps this is rather specu­ 
lative, but there are many who believed 
it a generation ago.—Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion.

A Belief That It Chanced the H istory 
of Th is Country. 
It I* said that a single glass of wine 
probably wrecked the Democratic party 
In I860. The story is worth telling. 
After the breaking up of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
the party in Georgia held a state con­ 
vention. Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of the party oonld not 
agree. It was a critical period. 
The majority report indorsed the se­ 
ceders or bolters at Charleston, while 
the minority report opposed their ac­ 
tion. The leading champion of the mi­ 
nority was Hersohel V. Johnson, and 
hi* followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logic would entry the 
day. 
It is qnite likely that mob would 
have been the oase but for an unfortu­ 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be­ 
gan hi* speech before the noon adjourn­ 
ment on the eeoond day end concluded 
after dinner. 
Old men who remember that speech 
say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon moses the speaker would 
demolish his opponents with a few 
sledge hemmer kiowa 
But the overconfident friends of the 
minority report warn doomed to disap­ 
pointment Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so mnob that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 
a glass of wine upon an empty stomaoh 
to strengthen himself. This was a fetal 
mistake. That one glass of wine per­ 
haps changed the destiny of the nation I 
Tbe great orator resumed fils speech, 
but tbe wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose aud unintelligible at 
times. His style and argument lacked 
vii;or, consistency and positiveness. His 
friend* looked stone another In despair. 
Tim men on the other side wem exult­ 
ant 
It w ar evident that the speaker 
bad damaged bis own canst. 
Then Howell Cobb and Henry R. 
.I;*' knoll followed each other for the ma­ 
jority report. They spoke with en air 
of expectant triumph and captumd tbe 
convention. 
The majority report was adopted. It 
ie unncressary to follow the history of 
ti c tie vt few weeks. The national De 
nu ciacy was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in tbe field. Lincoln 
was elected aud the country was plung 
ed into n civil war. Had Johnson sue 
ceedtd in inducing the Georgia conven 
lien to adept his conservative ideas, it 
is safe to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and tbe national Demo­ 
cratic party would have remained 
united. 
This is tbe story of whats little glass 
of wine did. It mined a great party, 
caused a disastrous war, afid b' ides the 
loss of life oost the south dim $4,000, 
000,00,0. Perhaps this is rather speou 
lutive, bat there are many who believed 
it a generation ago.—Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion.
